NATIONAL REGISTRATION.
A Matter Prompted by the New Ore
leans AfMair,

Wasmxoroy, April 28 <[Spoecial Telogram
to Tne Ber.]—At tho department of Justice
ingenulity Is at work to éstablish o systom of
natlonal registration which will make ns
nearly impossible as may bo nay future
question of citizenship, such as has arisen
connection with the Italjan Inclaent at Now
Orleans, Solleltor General Taft was  asked
this afternoon if it would be practicable to
keep aregistor of the persons naturallzed in
this cotntey at the department of Justice so
that the federal government, congress, the
courts or any private citlzen could without
delny or expense dotarming the question of
citizenship of any ong claiming to be or not
have been naturalized,

“Yes," snid the solleltor general, “such a
thing 18 not only practicabie, but i good sug-
gestion, and 1 think itshould be superestid to
congress, It conld be necomplished by mak-
ing it compulsory for offigers who administer
naturalization papers to forward & SVnopsis
or memorandum of the parsonal statement of
the citizen naturalized to this department,
We could fssue the offlcers a uniform eard of
small size ana with brief blanks to be filled
and these could be filed here in a compact
aud permunept way so that apy dneat o
moment's notice eould agecortnin whether any
weson had or had not been naturalized, and
f so when, where ond something as to
natlonality, bivtn, hiege and so forth.

Ha was
obliged to admit that consuls aro declining
I populurity, which ho regretted ns showlng
a cortaln deeay of patriotism. He took no
aceount of the decline in fatorest which lins
compellsd thousands of persons to seek other
luvestments,  Fe suggestod vasuely that the
colonfes onght ta contribute maore to nationnl
ornaments, but judiciousiy rofrainod from
propasing any scheme with that ond in view,
His bare suggoestions were recolved with
manifest coldneas by the house.  After much

The detalls are not  ver fortheoming, ot
the plan will eause great disappointment to
Income taxpayers who have looked for
rellef from theie burdens, The budget alms
at popularivy but, though it may plenss  the
parents of n certain class, 1t will not sutisfy
tho bulk of the poople.

topple the houses down over their heads, An
Investication showed that the iminense pows
der mnpenzine of Posso Pantales, four kilo-
metres from berve, had exploded, causing
onormous damngs 1o the buitdings wdjolning
and the neighboring fort, tho soldiers of
wihiich eseaped without fnjury,

IKing Humbert, and stafMaccompanied by the
Italian premies, Rodind, and by all the mem-
bers of the Ttalian eabinet, Immadiately left
the ety for the seone of the oxplosion.  The

Two offleers weore  dangorously  woundml,
Pudly one hoandreed and twonty oivilians wore
takoen to the different hospitals; suffering
from wounds or brulses caused by thoe ex-
plosion,

the explosion.
